Voted unanimously to increase the appropriation voted 
under Article 10 of the Annual Town Meeting of April 7, 1986, from 
$201,150 to $203,750 to be funded from available receipts collected 
under Chapter 41, Section 69B. 


Article 3: Voted unanimously to authorize the Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners to accept and expend a grant in the amount of 
$100,000 from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering, said fund to be used for the 
rehabilitation of the Greene Street well fields. 


Article 4: Voted unanimously to make the following disposition of 
funds received from the United States of America under the Revenue 
Sharing Trust Fund, as follows: 


The sum of $5,500 to Legal Fees, Other 
The sum of $15,300 to Liability Insurance 
for a total transfer of $20,800 


Article 5: Voted unanimously to raise and appropriate from the 
increase in Local Aid received from the Commonwelath of Massachusetts 
the following sums of money: 


$1,000 to increase the Unclassified budget for

Article 8: Voted unanimously to raise and appropriate or 
transfer from any available sums in the Treasury the additional 
sum of $126,000 to be added to the Stabilization Fund. 


Article 9: On a motion by Attorney Joseph M. Antonellis to 
amend the Hopedale Zoning Map dated May 1, 1973, by rezoning from 
C (Commercial) to RC (Residential C) certain parcels of land 
containing 95.21 acres, plus or minus, described as follows: 


(Land being moved was the Airport property abutting areas of Mellen 
and Plain Streets). 


On a motion duly made and seconded it was unanimously voted to 
dispense with the reading of the legal description of the property. 


Chairman Condon of the Planning Board addressed the meeting and 
yielded to Member Robert Gately who gave the unfavorable recommendation 
of the Planning Board. The essence of Mr. Gatelys report was that 
in the opinion of the majority of the Planning Board sufficient 
information was not available at this time to properly assess the 
impact of the proposal on the town.

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ARTICLE 43 


CHAPTER 14 DOG LEASH LAW 


Section 1. Prohibition Against Unleashed Dogs 


No person keeping, owning or having possession, charge, custody 
or control of any dog shall cause, permit, suffer or allow the dog 
to stray, run be or go, in any manner at large in or upon any public 
street way, sidewalk, school yard or grounds, park or private 
property of others without the express consent of the owner of such 
private property, except such dog that may be under control by means 
of a chain or leash, not longer than six feet in length. 


Section 2. Authority and Duties of Dog Officer 


Any dog found to be at large in violation of this by-law shall 
be caught and confined by the dog officer, who shall notify forthwith 
the licensed owner or keeper of said dog. The owner or keeper of 
said dog shall have seven days from receipt of notice thereof to 
reclaim said dog from the dog officer. Return of the dog to the 
licensed owner or keeper shall be dependent on admission of 
ownership or the keeping of the dog, the assumption of responsibility 
thereof, and the payment of any fee or charges due for such confine- 
ment as provided by this by-law. 


Section 3. Fees for Dogs Confined 


The owner or keeper of any dog so confined by the Dog Officer, 
under the provisions of this by-law, shall be responsible for a fee 
of $10.00 per day for each day of confinement, for the costs of such 
care and maintenance of such dog. 


Section 4. Disposal of Unclaimed Dogs 


Any dog under confinement of the Dog Officer that shall not have 
been claimed by the owner or keeper at the end of the said seven day 
period shall be transferred or sold to the care and control of the 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals or some 
other similar organization or person offering to pay all charges for 
confinement. In no case shall a dog be sold or delivered or given 
to any person or organization intending to use said dog for vivisection 
purposes. 


Section 5. Rabies Vaccinations 


No person or organization shall own or keep in this town any dog 
which has not been vaccinated against.rabies within 24 months. This 
section shall not apply to dogs under six months of age. 
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Section 6. Noisy or Biting Dogs--Confinement of Unspayed 
Female Dogs 


No person or organization shall own or keep in this town 
any dog that bites, or by barking, howling, or in any other 
manner disturbs the peace or quiet of any neighborhood or 
endangers the safety of any person. No person or organization 
shall own or keep any unspayed female dog in season when not 
confined in an adequate enclosure on the property or housed 
in a veterinarian hospital or registered kennel. It shall be 
the duty of the Dog Officer to apprehend any such dog and to 
impound such dog in a suitable place, or to order the owner 
thereof to restrain such dog. Any dog so impounded may be 
reclaimed or disposed of as provided in Section 3 or 4. 


Section 7. License Fees and Procedure 


The annual fee for every dog license shall be four dollars 
for a male dog and seven dollars for a female dog unless a 
certificate of a registered veterinarian who performed the 
operation certified that such female dog has been spayed, in 
which case the fee shall be four dollars. A certified copy 
of such certificate on file in the office of any town Clerk 
within the Commonwealth may be accepted as evidence that 
such operation has been performed. If the Town Clerk is 
satisfied that a certificate of the veterinarian who spayed 
the dog cannot be obtained, he may accept in lieu thereof a 
statement signed under the penalties of perjury by a registered 
veterinarian doing business in this commonwealth stating that 
he has examined said dog and that it appears in his opinion to 
have been spayed. No fee shall be charged for a license for a 
dog specially trained to lead or serve blind persons, provided 
a certificate attesting to same is provided by the division of 
the blind. April 15th is established as the deadline date for 
procurement of a dog license. After that date, a penalty charge 
of one dollar will be added to the license fee. 


No kennel license shall be issued in the town and no person 
or household shall keep more than three (3) dogs over the age 
of three (3) months. This provision shall not apply to the 
Dog Officer, who may keep dogs in accordance with his duties. 


Section 8. Exception 


The provisions of this by-law shall not apply to any person 
or organization who owns, keeps or maintains any dog as a part 
of a canine corps for the commonwealth or any of its political 
sub-divisions while actually engaged in the performance of 
official duties. 
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Section 9. Authority to Prosecute Violations 


The Dog Officer, or if none the Police Department, of the 
Town shall prosecute any violations of this by-law. 


Section 10. Penalties 


A violation of this by-law shall be punished by a fine of 
$20.00 for the first offense, $30.00 for the second offense and 
$50.00 for the third or subsequent offense during any one calendar 
year.

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To the Citizens of Hopedale: 


Attached are the Finance Committees budget recommendations to the 
Annual Town Meeting for Fiscal Year 1988. Total budget recommendations 
represent an increase of approximately $600,000 or 12.6% over last years 
expenditures. A break down of the source of this additional revenue is 
as follows: 


Taxes, new construction $400,000 
Increased local receipts 55,703 
Increased State Aid 72,170 
Allowable 24% increase over FY'87 68,358 
Total increase in funds $596,231 


This expenditure growth rate is considerable, and is one which the Town 
will not likely sustain. As new construction and increases in State Aid 
decline in future years, town departmental budget growth will have to be 
significantly curtailed. This includes salary accounts which make up 
approximately 60% of town spending. 


Some highlights of the Finance Committee budget recommendations for the 
coming fiscal year are: 


*An increase in the Health and Sanitation budget from 100,495 to 229,029 
to provide for the increased costs of rubbish removal. 


*An increase of $278,730 in the School Department budget, which represents 
11.8% over FY'87. This figure excludes capital items that total $64,000 
plus a possible future expenditure of $65,000 for additional classroom space. 


*The addition of three full-time police officers to provide two 
certified officers on all shifts. Additionally, we are recommending that 
the town retain the present 1985 cruiser which was due for replacement. 
This will result in a total of three cruisers for the department. 


*The purchase (through bonding) of Highway Department Equipment totaling 
approximately $92,000. This includes a new $82,000 street sweeper. 


*$20,000 for the hiring of a school designer/consultant. 
*An increase in the Stabilization Fund of $81,000. , 


*An increase of 37% in the Unclassified Accounts (from $202,542 to 
$277,950) due primarily to increases in liability and medical insurance. 


Compared to most surrounding towns Hopedale has faired very well financially 
over the past three years. We have been able to increase our staffing in 
Police and School Departments as well as allow for large increases in salaries, 
rubbish removal and insurance premiums. 


The Finance Committee feels that the recommendations contained in this 
report represent a budget which will enable the town to continue to offer a 
high level of services to its residents.

ARTICLE 2: On a motion by Selectman Barrows it was unanimously voted 
that the Town allow each elected officer for his/her services the following 
compensation:

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ARTICLE 3: On a motion by Selectwoman Lawson it was unanimously 
voted to authorize the Selectmen to take charge of all legal proceedings 
for or against the Town. 


ARTICLE 4: On a motion by Treasurer/Collector Russell Dennett it 
was unanimously voted to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval 
of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
the revenue for the financial year beginning July 1, 1987, in accordance 
with the provisions of the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to 
issue a note or notes therefore, payable within one year, and to renew 
any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year 
in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 
ye 


ARTICLE 5: On a motion by Treasurer/Collector Russell Dennett it 
was unanimously voted to authorize the Treasurer/Collector to enter 
into compensating balance agreements during Fiscal Year 1988 as 
permitted by Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 53F. 


ARTICLE 6: On a motion by Chairman Scott it was unanimously voted 
that the Town authorize the Selectmen to sell by sale or public auction 
any or all real estate owned by the Town by reason of the foreclosure of 
tax titles thereon and to execute, acknowledge and deliver a proper deed 
or deeds therefore, authority to expire May 1, 1988. 


ARTICLE 7: On a motion by Selectman Barrows it was unanimously 
voted that the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell at a public 
sale, during a legally convened meeting, for such price as they deem 
necessary, parcels of vacant land presently under the control of the 
Board of Selectmen and not required for any municipal purposes. The 
total area of land sold to any one person shall not exceed two acres. 

A record of all sales giving the name and addresses of the purchases, 

and the area and location of the land sold and the price sold therefore, 
shall be kept by the Selectmen and shall be available for public 
inspection at all reasonable times. Authority therefore to expire July l, 
1988. 


ARTICLE 8: On a motion by Commissioner Mooradian it was unanimously 
voted to authorize the Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners to appoint 
a member of the Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners as the paid 
Superintendent of Sewers for Fiscal Year 1988. 


ARTICLE 9: On a motion by Commissioner Mooradian it was unanimously 
voted to appropriate the sum of $127,745.00 through assessment as 
authorized under Chapter 83, Section 16, to be collected under Chapter 
44, Section 53 E, the Bond Issue payments due, principal and interest, 
for Fiscal Year 1988. 
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ARTICLE 10: On a motion by Commissioner Lawson it was unanimously 
voted to appropriate the sum of $210,900.00 to be collected under 
Chapter 83, Section 16, for operational expenses of the Sewer 
Department. 


ARTICLE 11: On a motion by Commissioner Lawson it was unanimously 
voted to appropriate the sum of $227,150.00 to be collected under 
Chapter 41, Section 69B, for the operational expenses of the Water 
Department. 


ARTICLE 12: On a motion by Finance Committee Chairman Donald 
Comastra it was unanimously voted that the Town raise and appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 for Insect Pest Control. 


ARTICLE 13: On a motion by Chairman Comastra it was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for 
the suppression of Dutch Elm Disease. 


ARTICLE 14: On a motion by Planning Board Chairman Edward Condon 
it was unanimously voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $647.00 to pay its share of costs and expenses of the Central 
Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission District. 


ARTICLE 15: On a motion by the Blackstone Valley Regional School 
Committee Member, Roger Burns, it was unanimously voted that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $21,713.00 for the Towns assessment 
for the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School. 


ARTICLE 16: On a motion by Committee Member Roger Burns it was 
unanimously voted that the Town accept an equal educational 
opportunity grant for the Fiscal Year 1987 in the amount of 
$149,669.00 under the provisions of Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 70A, Section 5, as inserted by Chapter 188 of the Acts of 
1985. Said grant shall be paid by th Commonwealth to and expended 
by the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District Committee 
for direct service expenditures. 


ARTICLE 17: On a motion by Selectwoman Lawson it was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to be 
used by the Blackstone Valley Regional Development Corporation. 


ARTICLE 18: On a motion by Road Commissioner Chairman Merwin 
Noyes it was unanimously voted that the Board of Road Commissioners, 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen, accept and expend 
the town share of funds as contained in the Commonwealths highway 
aid programs. 
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ARTICLE 19: On a motion by Chairman Noyes it was unanimously 
voted that the Town authorize the Board of Road Commissioners to 
appoint a member of the Board of Road Commissioners as the paid 
Superintendent of Streets for Fiscal Year 1988. 


ARTICLE 20: On a motion by Chairman Comastra that the Town raise 
and appropriate such sum or sums of money as may be deemed necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, as contained in the 
Finance Committee report. 


The Chairman then read each line item contained in the Finance 
Committee report and several were held for further discussion. 


All questions were answered to the satisfaction of the voters, 
except the Civil Defense budget. Civil Defense Director Rolland 
Morin moved to raise and appropriate the sum of $416 for Civil Defense, 
said sum of money to be deducted from the Stabilization Fund Account. 
Motion carried on a unanimous voice vote. 


The Moderator called for a vote on the total budget as amended 
in the amount of $4,465,582.00 and it was unanimously voted. 


ARTICLE 21: On a motion by Chairman Comastra it was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $43,475.00 
for a Reserve Fund. 


ARTICLES 22-31: On a motion by Chairman Noyes it was unanimously 
voted to table Articles 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30 and 31 for 
action during the next Special Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 32: On a motion by Chairman Comastra it was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $151,000.00 for 
the purchase of Highway Equipment consisting of a Street Sweeper, 
Sander and two plows totaling $94,000; and for the purchase of School 
Department equipment consisting of a School Bus and installation of 
an elevator for the handicapped totaling $57,000, and to effect this 
appropriation by authorizing the Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow through a five year bond issue in accordance with 
the provisions of M.G.L. Chapter 44, Section 7, Clause 9, or any other 
enabling authority. 


ARTICLE 33: On a motion by Chairman Comastra it was unanimously 
voted to table Article 33. 


ARTICLE 34: On a motion by Chairman Noyes it was unanimously voted 
to amend the Town By-Law, Chapter 8, Streets and Highways, by adding 
Section 13, as follows: 


"No person shall shovel, throw by hand or machine, plow or 
otherwise cause snow to be placed on any road used by the 
public as a public way or any town accepted street, unless 
prior written permission has been obtained by the Board of 
Road Commissioners. The owner of said property shall be held 
responsible for the acts of any contractor employed by them. 
The fine for each offense shall be $50.00." 
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ARTICLE 35: On a motion by Board of Health Chairman Mark Ansart it 
was unanimously voted to enter into a twenty year contract under the 
provisions of M.G.L.A. Chapter , Section , with Signal Environmental 
Systems of Millbury, Massachusetts for the processing of certain waste 
materials as may be collected within the Town of Hopedale under approved 
rubbish removal contracts. 


ARTICLE 36: Selectwoman Lawson made a motion to rescind action 
taken under Article 28, of the Annual Town Meeting of April 1, 1985, 
regarding the appointment of the position of Fire Chief under Chapter 
48, Section 42 of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


Selectwoman Lawson explained the position of the majority of the 
Board of Selectmen on this Article and the reasons for adoption this 
section of the General Laws. A great deal of discussion followed with 
Selectman Barrows stating his opinion against adopting this section. 

A vote was taken and the Moderator required a standing vote as results 
could not be determined through a voice vote. 


Tellers were appointed and sworn in and the vote was 98 in favor 
and 96 opposed therefore the motion carried. 


ARTICLE 37: On a motion by Chairman Scott it was voted to accept 
the provision of M.G.L.A. Chapter 48, Section 42A for the appointment 
of the position of Fire Chief. The Moderator ruled the motion passed 
by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 38: On a motion by Selectwoman Lawson it was unanimously 
voted to allow the moderator to appoint a committee consisting of at 
least five residents, one or more to be members of the Historical 
Commission, to be known as the "Red Shop Preservation Committee". 
Said Committee to be authorized to review any and all alternatives 
to the town regarding the Red Shop and it was further voted to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be expended by this committee 
for emergency repairs to the building known as the "Red Shop". 


ARTICLE 39: On a motion by Al Sparling it was unanimously voted to 
authorize the creation of a School Building Committee, to be appointed 
by the Moderator, not to exceed twelve (12) members. At least two (2) 
members shall be current members of the School Committee and one (1) 
of whom shall be the Superintendent of Schools. 


ARTICLE 40: On a motion by Al Sparling it was unanimously voted to 
raise and appropriat» the sum of $20,000.00 for the purpose of designer 
selection to be spent under the direction of the School Building 
Committee. 


ARTICLE 41: On a motion by Al Sparling it was unanimously voted 
to table this article at the request of the petitioners. 
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ARTICLE 42: On a motion by Edith Fulton, it was moved to amend 
the Town Zoning Map from GB to KB on a certain parcel of land located 
on a certain parcel of land on Mendon Street listed as parcel #364 and 
owned by the Calarese Family. 


A slide presentation followed by Attorney Louis Noferi with several 
questions being asked. Mr. Roger Calarese then made a presentation to 
the meeting outlining his position on this parcel and its intended use. 
Further discussion ensued and the question was moved. 


A standing vote resulted in 29 in favor and 119 opposed. A two- 
third vote was needed to pass therefore the motion failed. 


ARTICLE 43: Selectman Barrows moved to amend the towns By-Law by 
inserting Chapter 14 Dog Leash Law, as contained in the warrant, with 
the following correction; 


Section 9, Authority to Prosecute Violators should read, "The 
Dog Officer and/or the Police Department", in place of "The Dog 
Officer or if none the Police Department". 


The Moderator called for a vote on the Article as presented and 


it passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 44: Chairman Comastra moved to table Article 44 and it was 
unanimously voted. 


ARTICLE 45: Chairman Comastra moved to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $80,584.00 to be added to the Stabilization Fund as provided 
under Chapter 40, Section 5B of the Massachusetts General Laws. 


ARTICLE 46: Chairman Comastra moved to table Article 46, and it was 
unanimously voted. 


Chairman Scott moved to dissolve the warrant at 10:08 P.M. 
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ARTICLE 43 


CHAPTER 14 DOG LEASH LAW 


Section 1. Prohibition Against Unleashed Dogs 


No person keeping, owning or having possession, charge, custody 
or control of any dog shall cause, permit, suffer or allow the dog 
to stray, run be or go, in any manner at large in or upon any public 
street way, sidewalk, school yard or grounds, park or private 
property of others without the express consent of the owner of such 
private property, except such dog that may be under control by means 
of a chain or leash, not longer than six feet in length. 


Section 2. Authority and Duties of Dog Officer 


Any dog found to be at large in violation of this by-law shall 
be caught and confined by the dog officer, who shall notify forthwith 
the licensed owner or keeper of said dog. The owner or keeper of 
said dog shall have seven days from receipt of notice thereof to 
reclaim said dog from the dog officer. Return of the dog to the 
licensed owner or keeper shall be dependent on admission of 
ownership or the keeping of the dog, the assumption of responsibility 
thereof, and the payment of any fee or charges due for such confine- 
ment as provided by this by-law. 


Section 3. Fees for Dogs Confined 


The owner or keeper of any dog so confined by the Dog Officer, 
under the provisions of this by-law, shall be responsible for a fee 
of $10.00 per day for each day of confinement, for the costs of such 
care and maintenance of such dog. 


Section 4. Disposal of Unclaimed Dogs 


Any dog under confinement of the Dog Officer that shall not have 
been claimed by the owner or keeper at the end of the said seven day 
period shall be transferred or sold to the care and control of the 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals or some 
other similar organization or person offering to pay all charges for 
confinement. In no case shall a dog be sold or delivered or given 
to any person or organization intending to use said dog for vivisection 
purposes. 


Section 5. Rabies Vaccinations 


No person or organization shall own or keep in this town any dog 
which has not been vaccinated against rabies within 24 months. This 
section shall not apply to dogs under six months of age. 
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Section 6. Noisy or Biting Dogs--Confinement of Unspayed 
Female Dogs 


No person or organization shall own or keep in this town 
any dog that bites, or by barking, howling, or in any other 
manner disturbs the peace or quiet of any neighborhood or 
endangers the safety of any person. No person or organization 
shall own or keep any unspayed female dog in season when not 
confined in an adequate enclosure on the property or housed 
in a veterinarian hospital or registered kennel. It shall be 
the duty of the Dog Officer to apprehend any such dog and to 
impound such dog in a suitable place, or to order the owner 
thereof to restrain such dog. Any dog so impounded may be 
reclaimed or disposed of as provided in Section 3 or 4. 


Section 7. License Fees and Procedure 


The annual fee for every dog license shall be four dollars 
for a male dog and seven dollars for a female dog unless a 
certificate of a registered veterinarian who performed the 
operation certified that such female dog has been spayed, in 
which case the fee shall be four dollars. A certified copy 
of such certificate on file in the office of any town Clerk 
within the Commonwealth may be accepted as evidence that 
such operation has been performed. If the Town Clerk is 
satisfied that a certificate of the veterinarian who spayed 
the dog cannot be obtained, he may accept in lieu thereof a 
statement signed under the penalties of perjury by a registered 
veterinarian doing business in this commonwealth stating that 
he has examined said dog and that it appears in his opinion to 
have been spayed. No fee shall be charged for a license for a 
dog specially trained to lead or serve blind persons, provided 
a certificate attesting to same is provided by the division of 
the blind. April 15th is established as the deadline date for 
procurement of a dog license. After that date, a penalty charge 
of one dollar will be added to the license fee. 


No kennel license shall be issued in the town and no person 
or household shall keep more than three (3) dogs over the age 
of three (3) months. This provision shall not apply to the 
Dog Officer, who may keep dogs in accordance with his duties. 


Section 8. Exception 


The provisions of this by-law shall not apply to any person 
or organization who owns, keeps or maintains any dog as a part 
of a canine corps for the commonwealth or any of its political 
sub-divisions while actually engaged in the performance of 
official duties. 
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Section 9. Authority to Prosecute Violations 


The Dog Officer, and/or the Police Department, of the Town 
shall prosecute any violations of this by-law. 


Section 10. Penalties 


A violation of this by-law shall be punished by a fine of 
$20.00 for the first offense, $40.00 for the second offense 
and $50.00 for the third or subsequent offense during any one 
calendar year.

To the Voters of Hopedale: 


The first five articles on this evenings warrant deal with Fiscal 
Year 1987, which ends on June 30, 1987. The sums being recommended 
are needed to reduce our interest deficit, increase our sewer budget 
for capital expenses and meet the towns obligation for rubbish removal. 


Articles 6 through 11 are for Fiscal year 1988, which begins July 1,

Article 6: Deals with providing the Park Commission with monies 
received from forestry work for the clean up operation in our Parklands.

* Completion of our required three year audit. 
* The creation of a Dog Leash Law after citizen input through 
referendum and Town Meeting vote. 


* Joint meetings with the Board of Health relative to a permanent 
solution for disposal of rubbish through incineration. 


* The reorganization of our Forestry Commission. 
* The reorganization and strengthening of our Police Department. 
* Coordinating and establishing a committee to preserve the "Red Shop". 


* Finding a permanent solution to a serious parking problem in the 
area around the old Draper Complex. 


* Conducted a public hearing on the installation of traffic lights for 
Mendon Street at Hopedale Street. 


* Contractual negotiations with Local 2225 toward a firefighters 
contract. 


* Authorized the replacement of protective firefighting gear for all 
of our firefighters, with Town Meeting approval. 


* Participated in the burial of the towns time capsule on October 19, 
1986 as the final chapter of the towns 100th birthday celebration. 


* Recruited and appointed several new members to our Council on Arts 
so they can continue their excellent programs. 


* Conducted street lighting surveys on our new streets and made 
provisions to add additional fixtures for public safety in these 
areas. 


During this past year we have experienced more growth than at any other 
time in our towns history. Growth creates change as well as challenge. 
With the addition of new residents through the completion of Laurelwood 

and Mountainview Estates, along with several other smaller subdivisions, 
our town is changing. New problems create a need for leadership and 
alternative methods of operating and conducting the affairs of Town 
Government. Decisions made during this past year were implimented by 

your Board of Selectmen in an effort to begin this process by strengthening 
our department heads and introducing and improving professionalism within 
all areas that we are responsible for. 
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Due to a lack of sufficient federal funds, another chapter in our 
towns history came to a close on June 30th. Since 1971 Hopedale, 
along with less than twenty other towns in the Commonwealth, has 
taken the responsibility for sponsoring Manpower Training programs 
for all eligible area residents. These programs commenced with the 
Emergency Employment Act of 1971 under the leadership of now State 
Representative Richard T. Moore and the directorship of Spalding 
Aldrich and continued through this year, most recently under the 
Job Training Partnerhsip Act, known locally as the Career 
Development Center. For the past several years Selectman Robert 
Barrows has assumed the leadership role with the programs being 
directed by Susan G. LaMar. 


It is impossible to calculate how many lives have been changed 
through training, counseling and job placement; however, we know 

the figure is far in excess of 1,000. As a Board we have been 
gratified to have had the opportunity to participate in this endeavor 
and are troubled to see this program come to an end due to a lack of 
federal priorities and funding. 


Therefore, in the names of all the individuals that have received 
training and assistance we offer our sincere thanks and appreciation 
to the dedication of Susan G. LaMar, the Centers most competent and 
concerned staff and all of the employees over the years that through 
their actions substantially improved the quality of life for so many 
others less fortunate than themselves. 


On June 1, 1987 Chairman Edward Scott resigned as a member of this 
Board in order to relocate to the Town of Grafton. Ed served as 

a member for three and one half years and we extend to him and 
Marilyn our best wishes in their new home and in the years ahead. 


We wish to express our appreciation to all of our town employees, 


be they elected or appointed, full-time or part-time, for providing 
the services needed for all of our residents.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
SCHOOL YEAR 1986-87 


The membership of the Hopedale School Committee was changed at the March 
elections when nine year veteran, Attorney Louis Noferi was defeated in his 
reelection bid by newcomer Robert Goss, Jr. At the Annual Reorganizational 
meeting David Coffey was elected Chairman and John Abbruzzese was elected Vice- 
Chairman for the coming year. 

The pattern and frequency of School Committee meetings remained about the 
same during this year. The School Committee meets regularly on the first Tuesday 
of each month with special meetings scheduled as necessary. The continued growth 
of school-aged population in our community, the organizational, space and budgetary 
implications of that growth occupied space on almost every meeting's agenda during 
the year. 

Both the Regional School Study Committee and the School Building Needs Study 
Committee's efforts reached fruition this year. On the nonbinding referendum at the 
general election, 78% of those voting had indicated their preference for retaining 
an independent K-12 school system, which was an even greater margin than the 
previous two times the question had been asked. While some concern was expressed 
by the Committee members over what might be interpreted as a "hedge" against that 
position wit respect to the question on taxation, the Regional School Study Committee 
nevertheless, concluded and reported to the Annual Town Meeting that there appeared 
to be no support for the continued pursuit of this alternative and discharged its 
responsibilities thereby. 

The School Building Study Committee, working at the same time, looked at the 
growth in the school aged population, which, by midyear, had 815 students in the 
schools. This is a total of 200 students more than projections showed for 1986-87, 
or a growth of 33%. Of even greater concern was the fact that both local and State 
Department of Education projection figures indicated a continued growth expectancy 
to more than 1,000 students by the fall of 1990. Reviewing available space, the 
Committee concluded that the school system would be out of space by the close of 
the current school year, at a population of 820 students. The School Building Study 
Committee, therefore, concluded its work with the recommendation to the Town Meeting 
that a School Building Committee by authorized to begin immediately the process of 
planning for new school construction. That recommendation was approved by unanimous 
vote of the Town Meeting in April, and an initial appropriation of $20,000 was voted 
for the Building Committee to begin its work. 
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Meanwhile, the School Committee was wrestling on a day-to-day basis with Tie 
operational issues created by that growth. In attempting to resolve the pied: ng 
and space isues for the coming school year, several alternatives were explore Ne 
depth. It was finally decided late in the year to relocate the eyed gt classes J 
to two classrooms in the Junior~Senior High School for the fall of 1987, and construc 
a classroom in the basement area at Park Street School. Acknowledging that these 
moves would work for only one year, the Committee members angie one ce ee the 

ibili rtable classrooms until permanent space can be construc : 
Pceiae asa: there were 71 members of the Class of 1987 graduated from Hopedale 
High School. Of that number, 74% were planning to continue their education Upon 


graduation. The SAT scores for those students matriculating at four-year colleges 
were 497 for verbal and 507 for math. The leadership of the Class of 1987 was 
responsible for a return to outdoor graduations on the south portico of the > 
Community Hose returning a tradition of many years standing to our school community. 

Active parent support for school programs reached an all time high during this 
. school year. In addition to continuing many programs previously started, P.A.C.E. 
initiated a math-a-thon, science fair, and an art and creative writing project 
which saw both an outstanding two day exhibition at Memorial School and yielded an 
anthology of the childrens’ writing. Their volunteer program in the schools ‘saw more 
than 40 parents donating in-excess of 800 hours of volunteer service. At the high 
school level, a new parent volunteer organization called "Phase II" was initiated 
this year. It is hoped that this organizacion will also grow and prosper in the 
coming years. . 

As we look to the years ahead, it is clear that in the short-term, population 
growth and space issues will continue to dominate the attention of all of us in the 
school community. While excellent support for budgetary requests has been available 
in the last two years to allow us to keep pace with the program demands, there is a 
continuing concern about the impact of the programmatic and financial demands imposed 
by growth. . Maintaining the excellence of programs and facilities that has been the 
hallmark of Hopedale's public school commitment over the years, while responding to 
the growth issues is the short range challenge that we face. It is a challenge that 
we pledge our best efforts to resolving with the interests of the school children as 
our primary focus.

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Report of the Regional School Study Committee 


The Study Committee for Regionalization was formed at the 1985 Town 
Meeting. It was requested at the same time the Building Needs 
Committee was formed. The committee appointed were Mary Grady, 
Chairman, Tene Abbruzzese, and Attorney Joseph Antonellis. It should 
be pointed out that aiconplete study of regionalization aternatives 
are a required part of the process of developing an application for 
a school building assistance grant- While school buiding assistance 
cannot require that the town exercise the option of regionalization, it 
must demonstrate that it pursued in good faith , that option, prior 
to receiving approval for funding for new construction, in the face of 
a building boom. 

One of the key issues on any discussion of regionalization centers 
on what tOWns will be merged in regionalization if it is voted. In that, 
there is a history to guide us. In 1974, at the state department prodding, 
regionalization between Hopedale, Mendon, and Upton went approximately 
two-thirds of the way, and went before each community's town meeting. At 
that time, Hopedale downed it by a vote of nearly 8-1. Where upon it was 
also defeated in both Mendon and Upton. Since that time, the question 
has been reasked in the form of veferendum questions. 

In 1983, the voters wanted to stay independent 2-1. 

In 1984, thevoters were asked: 


1. to retain an independent system and support tax increases 
SPs 


2. I would not support a tax increase and would support 
regionalization 630 


The latest results from the 1987 referendum questions were: 
1. to keep independent k-12 - 1032 
2. to regionalize - 299 


3. blanks - 51 
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Question 2 
1. Would support a tax increase - 698 
2. Said no - 612 


3. Blanks - 72 


In 1985, the Hopedale School Committee did a study on regionalization 
because of a declining enrollment and the constraints of 24, as part of 
their long-range planning process: At present, we are now looking at an 
increased enrollment and possible building for an additional space. 

Our committee,:.as a result of the 1987 referendum question, feels the 

town voters are not in favor of regionalizing at this time. The next step would 
Neoeh proline tai 3) this committee. If the town wishes to do so, we 

would then be impowered to approach Mendon and Upton and continue the 

process. | 

The question of support still remains with you, the voters. 

You have indicated to us, the Committee, that you wish to remain 
independent, K-12. On the same token, with ever-rising costs of 
maintaining our local autonomy and a dramatic decrease on the school 
department's tax funds. It behooves you to continue to look for 
alternatives measures in regionalzation or have a second look at the 
ballot which denied any increases in tax revenue to your present school 


system. 


With this report, the Regionalization Study Committee completes 
its original charge. Its finding is that regionalization is a viable 
but unpopular alternative. If regionalization was going to be pursued 


actively, events not yet present would be required for majority support.

At our April 1986 Annual Town Meeting, the town voted to establish a 
committee to determine whether or not our recent population growth is 
stretching our public educational facilities. 


This is the first step in the state mandated process which allows a city 


or town to participate in shared funding of new school construction or 
additions. 


The charter of our committee is to prepare a recommendation to the town 
expressing our findings and opinions as to whether or not there is a 
requirement to pursue building needs further. 


Having reviewed the existing facilities as well as the town's projected 
growth in student population, it is the opinion of our committee that our 
town must make additional space available by the year 1990 at the latest, 


Our purpose is now three fold: 
1) State that our town has a need for additional classroom space. 


2) Sponsor an article on this warrant to allow the town to take the next 
step toward the State of Massachusetts mandated process. Article #39 


asks that you approve the establishment of a School Building 
Committee. 


3) Sponsor an article on this warrant which provides funds to properly 
evaluate our facility options. Article #40 asks for these funds. 


Having done this let's discuss why we have come to our conclusion. The 
following schedule shows our ideal population, maximum population, and 
projected population. As you can see, we are well on our way to exceeding 
our capacity. It is also important to note that the distribution of 
students does not lend itself favorably to available facilities.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


During the fiscal year which began on July 1, 1986 and ended 
on June 30, 1987, the Board of Health held 14 meetings. one of them 
a special meeting. 

The most critical situation which the Board was confronted with 
was the closing of the landfill site off South Main Street by the 
State DE@E because of violations and the subsequent cessation. just 
before the end of the fiscal year. of the municipal rubbish collect- 
ion by the landfill owner and contract holder, Maurice J- Murphy. 
Farrar & Carty, Inc. 

Through the efforts of the Board of Health and with the coop- 
eration of Mr. Cassidy of C B Trucking of Medway. the municipal 
rubbish collection continued with only a minor interruption of 
service. 

The Board signed a letter of intent with Signal Environmental 
Systems, Inc.» of Millbury for use of that firm's rubbish disposal 
service for a 20-year period. 

The Board agreed to allow perc testing from December lst through 
May lst. The Board voted to increase license fees for various 
licenses and permits issued by the Board- Businesses in town were 
inspected on a regular schedule during the year and orders were 
issued to several businesses and residents for the cleanup of their 
properties, 

The Board received notification from several health agencies 


of numerous dog bites, cases of chicken pox, strep throat and

a case of salmonella. The annual rabies clinic was conducted 
by the Board with Dr. Richard Heller in charge. 

The Board signed a contract with the Visiting Nurse Assoc- 
lation to provide clinics during the year- The VNA conducts 
monthly blood pressure clinics for the elderly of the town. 

Mary Draper, who had served the Board as secretary resigned 
from the position during the latter part of the fiscal year. 

Charles Bishop, whose term on the Board expired in March 
of 1987 was reselected to the Board at the annual Town Election 
held in Marche At the reorganizational meeting, Mark Ansart 
was elected chairman. John Carter is a member of the Board.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT FOR FISCAL YEAR '87 


Fiscal year 1987 was considered a progressive and busy year 
by the Board. Some of the Board's accomplishments are as follows: 


* With the cooperative effort of the Blackstone Valley 
Vocational School, we prepared and re-painted 
several truck undercarriages and fenders. 


* Re-surfaced several streets and sidewalks with state 
and town funds. 


* Established stringent requirements for new road construction, 
along with several on-site inspections. 


* Continued our annual Spring painting of center lines and 
crosswalks, installed additional street signs and 
continued our sidewalk week control project. 


* Made an alternate approach for the Bancroft Park/Overdale 
Parkway area through Fitzgerald Drive, due to the closing 
of the Freedom Street bridge. On April 7th, Schoenfeld 
Associates, Inc., (the engineers hired by the state for 
bridgework), reported to the Board that they did not feel 
the bridge was safe for traffic and recommended it be 
closed immediately. The Board is applying for state 
money to help defray the cost. 


The Board recommended the following streets for acceptance at 
the Town Meeting:

All streets met the towns regulations and were accepted as 
public ways.

With the additional roadways we were forced to hire 
outside contractors. 


The Board would like to remind all residents that maintaining 
the sidewalks and tree belts in front of their homes will allow 
our employees to work on improvements needed elsewhere.

Report for Fiscal Year 1987 


During Fiscal Year 1987 this Board conducted eleven regular meetings 
and two special meetings. 


The town had more construction taking place in several locations this 
year than at any other time in recent memory. During the past three 
years we have had an increase of 274 water customers and 385 sewer 
customers. When these additional accounts are viewed against our total 
number of customers, 1,714 water and 1,498 sewer, the percentage increase 
is substantial. 


Since our last report several major capital items have been finalized, 
scheduled for implementation or completed: 


* The final completion of our sewer extentions took place last Fall 
with the addition of Adin Street being connected to our system. 
This concluded a major project that started in 1981 including our 
new Waste Water Treatment Plant for a total construction cost of 
$9,997,076.98. The Federal and State government provided 
$8,046,300 and the towns share was $1,950,776.98. The Sewer 
Betterment Tax assessed annually is used to pay off our share 
and due to continual growth this assessment was reduced from 
$85.00 to $80.00 per year. 


* The planning of a supplimental supply of water from our old 
Greene Street well fields has progressed with final plans currently 
out to bid. We are four months behind schedule on this project, 
primarily due to design and engineering problems with our site. 
This improvement to the water system will cost approximately 
$100,000. 


* We completed the installation of a new electrical panel and 
associated conduits at our main well field on Mill Street. 
This replaced the original panel which was installed in 1947. 
Capital costs for this maintenance improvement was $22,000. 


* Final plans for the erection of an additional water tank were 
confirmed with WGB Construction as part of the approvals needed 
by this Board for Phase II, Pinecrest. In order to provide service 
to the proposed lots off Moore Road, Barrows Circle and Crocket 
Circle, it became apparent to this Board and WGB Construction that 
due to height elevations of this site a new tank would be necessary. 
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Tel. Office: 617-478-2140 Treatment Plant: 617-473-6251 


The lots effected are not due to be occupied until late 1988 
and the tank will be in place approximately a year ahead of 
schedule. This addition will provide an increase in water 
pressure and storage supply for a fire emergency. The cost 
of the tank is $140,000 and will be paid for by W.G.B. 
Construction Company. 


We were able to purchase a new sewer rodder machine for the amount 
of $11,400 for our Sewer Department. 

We have completed and corrected a design deficiency on the roof of 
our Waste Water Treatment Plant. This resulted in raising and 
replacing the flashing on the entire roof area at a cost of $21,000. 
Due to the rehabilitation of the Freedom Street Bridge, it will be 
necessary to re-locate our 12" water main. Plans and bids have 
been executed and this work will commence in August of this year 

at a cost of $60,000. 

In addition, the following action was taken by this Board: 

Reviewed plans for Highland Estates. 

Reviewed and approved plans for White Sands Estates. 

Reviewed and approved plans for Centennial Estates. 

Reviewed and approved plans for Crestview Estates. 

Reviewed and approved plans in conjunction with the Milford Board of 
Sewer Commissioners for Presidential Estates and commercial 


development by D & F Afonso on West Street in Milford. 


Reviewed and approved plans for single connection requests for a 
residence on Lake Street and two commercial buildings on West Street. 


Approved the second phase connection request for Eight Road Road 
in Mendon. 


Bookkeeping and billing staff was increased from a part-time basis 
to full-time. 


Provisions were made in the FY'88 budget to hire a Laborer/Trainee 
to be shared by our Water and Sewer Departments. 


Connection fees were increased to $1,000 for water and $500 for sewer 


Final inspections and tests were done on all new streets prior to 
acceptance by the Town Meeting. 


UP 


We reduced our sewer rate by 212. 


Voted to prohibit any future connections for water outside of 
Hopedale. 


Voted to prohibit additional sewer connections outside of Hopedale 
unless they are part of agreements with the Milford Board of Sewer 
Commissioners. 


Authorized an engineering study to find temporary and permanent 
solutions for the sludge being generated by the Waste Water 
Treatment Plant. 


Began a preliminary review of the Federal Safe Water Drinking Act 
to assess its future impact on Hopedale. 


The most significant concern of this Board is to have available 

an adequate supply and reserve of water at all times. Hopedale 

has limited water resources and our planning is predicated on 
domestic use. We do not have a supply that allows us the luxury 

of unlimited external use of water, such as watering of lawns. 

A municipal water supply has to provide quality drinking water 

and to use quality water on lawns once they are established becomes 
a waste of a very precious resource. 


This problem is not unique to Hopedale, several towns experience 
similar supply problems during peak demand periods. 


We have been most gratified by the response to our request for a 
limited water ban by the overwhelming majority of our customers. 
Working together we are optimistic that we will be able to 
continue to supply our water needs for domestic use and public 
safety in the years ahead. 


Once again, our appreciation goes to all our employees in the Water 


and Sewer Departments and to those employees in the General Office 
that assist us, and you, on a daily basis.

One of the highlights of the year was the Centennial presentation given by 
author John S. Garner (Model Company Town) on October 25th in the High School 
Auditorium. The program was funded in part by a grant from the Hopedale 
Arts Council. A gift of six original pen and ink drawings of historic town 
buildings was presented to the library by artist Mary Owanesian of Milford 
and were hung in the reference room. For eight weeks in April and May 

Mrs. Deiana and members of P.A.C.E. conducted a 4-H Babysitting Course for 
twenty 11 and 12 year old students. All passed and were registered with 
the Office for Children for referrals. At his retirement, Mr. Howard L. 
Smith was presented with a plaque by the Board of Trustees recognizing 

his many years of dedicated service as a member of the Board. In June 

Rick Bos offered an interesting slide presentation and talk on Anne Frank 
and concentration camps in Nazi Germany during WWII. Throughout May and 
June area Boy Scouts volunteered six hours of community service each to 

the upkeep of our historic scrapbooks. A generous gift from the senior 
class members of the Hope for Hope Committee enabled the library to 
purchase a four volume Encyclopedia of the American Constitution for 


reference use. 
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The childrens department presented the Summer Reading Program, "Read to 
the Outer Limits" to fourteen children in Grades 3 - 6 who read 283 books. 
"Bookworms", for grades 1 and 2 included 27 children who read 371 books 
and the pre-school program "Junior Star Gazers" included 20 children who 
read 216 books. Six story hours held in November and December had 

an attendance of 109 and eight in March and April had an attendance of 193 
area children. The Vacation Movie Programs in December, February and 
April entertained 143 youngsters.

The Griffin-Dennett apartments, known as Project 667-C, consists 
of 80 apartments and are managed according to regulations set forth 
by the Executive Office of Communities and Development. 


The Authority meets on the second Thursday of each month and 
the annual meeting is held on the second Thursday in March. The 
Authority held twelve regular meetings and two Special meetings 
during the year 1986. 


All roofs on buildings at Griffin apartments were resurfaced 
according to schedule with Modernization Funds received in October 
of 1984. At this time the Recreation Hall fire alarm system was 
re-wiered due to problems found during the roofing process. 


New galvanized fencing was installed at the Griffin apartments 
replacing stockade fence which had been in place since the original 
construction of the project. 


A new Master TV antenna was installed at Dennett apartments 
and work on apartment outlets is underway. 


A request for Modernization Funds to replace the sewer ejector 
system for the Project was denied. The Authority is now investigating 
the possibility of utilizing the town sewer system by direct tie-in. 


An additional Modernization Grant of $60,000 was received 
from the Executive Office of Communities and Development in 
September to repair and repave all asphalt areas at the Projects. 
Also, this Grant will be for painting all interior hallways and 
replacing porch railings. This work will be scheduled during 1987.

At present, there are no lawsuits pending against the Town 
in Superior Court. One ancient suit is pending in the Milford 
District Court. A lawsuit arising from the arrest of a Westboro 
man soliciting signatures at the April 2, 1984 Town Meeting after 
he refused a request by police officers to move to a different 
location, is pending in the United States District Court in 
Boston. Damages are claimed in excess of $500,000.00. Since 
I, along with the Police Officers and the Town, am a defendant 
in the case the Board of Selectmen have engaged the law firm of 
Murphy, Hessee, Toomey and Lehane of Braintree to defend the 
town, it's police officers and officials. Attorney Lehane was 
selected as he has considerable experience with this type of 
lawsuit in the Federal Courts. 


As in the past, I have responded to inquiries from various 
Boards for legal assistance, reviewed and drafted warrant 
articles and various legal documents for Town Boards, as 
requested by the Selectmen. 


I wish to call to the attention of the townspeople that I 
cannot respond to private inquiries for opinions on municipal 
matters. All requests for Town Counsel services must be sent 
to the Board of Selectmen, who are in charge of all legal matters 
by Town Meeting vote, and if they approve the request it will be 
forwarded to me. The requests are restricted, by law, to municipal 
business, elected officials and town boards. 


I wish to thank all town officers and employees for their 
generous cooperation, in particular the staff of the General 


Office and Mr. John Hayes, the Town Administrator.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Hopedale; 
I herewith submit the report of the Hopedale Fire Department for 
July 1, 1986 to June 30, 1987: 


Chief Donald A. Moore retired due to medical reasons in March 
after serving this department since the 1950's as a Call Firefighter, 
Permanent Firefighter and Fire Chief since 1981. David M. Durgin 
was appointed Fire Chief May 4, 1987 to replace Chief Moore. 


A new pumper truck truck approved by the 1986 Town Meeting will be 
placed in service in August. This truck will replace a 1947 American 
LaFrance Pumper. The last several years have seen rapid growth 
throughout the town both within and outside the hydrant district. 
This new growth has severely taxed the Fire Department's ability to 
provide basic services for the town. The problems that will have 
to be addressed are; adequate manpower responses to fires and 
emergencies, coverage of Public Safety telephone and radio system 
during responses to fire and rescue calls, placing of the Fire Chief 
to straight day shift to perform administrative and inspectional 
duties, provide water by tank truck for dwellings outside of the 
hydrant district, maintenance of apparatus, fire alarm system, 
and Public Safety Building, replacement of obsolete fire and rescue 
apparatus and equipment.

ANNUAL REPORT POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department has undergone major development changes within the last year. 
With the dedicated assistance of the departmental staff, the Department has been able 
to: institute an indepth reporting system, upgrade its record system, develop a 
Manual of Rules, Regulations, Policies and Procedures, institute a personnel system, 
develop training programs and start a school resource program. 


The Department has been able to acquire several pieces of needed equipment; some thru 
Town appropriation and some thru private contributions. All equipment received is 
greatly appreciated and will definitely assist in our development into a top, profes- 
sional organization. 


The calls for service seem to increase monthly. It is obvious the major development 

of the "Blackstone Valley" area has placed large numbers of commuters on our roads. 

As our "main arteries" become overly congested, the "side roads"/"short cuts" become 
widely used creating some serious motor vehicle violations. The complaints from resi- 
dents against motor vehicle violators has outnumbered all other complaints received by 
a minimum of 20 to 1. The Department has responded and will continue to do so by 
attempting to educate the violators and then instituting a stringent enforcement policy. 
We ask the residents to assist us by complying with the law and by reporting violators 
to the Department. The Department has developed a Selective Enforement Report/Procedure 
for that purpose; and, residents are encouraged to use it. Safety has to be everyone's 
concern. We can not do it alone. 


The Department still faces some major problems in the communications area, the lack of 
proper office space and the lack of a detention facility that must be addressed in the 
near future to offset some potentially high financial costs of placing prisoners at 
other facilities. 


I want to thank the residents, the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee and all 
other Town Boards and Departmental Heads for their assistance and kindness given to the 
Department during my first year as Chief. A special thanks has to be given to the Town 
Administrator, John Hayes, as well as to the departmental staff. Without their help, 
we certainly could not have accomplished one third of what was done.

Over 20 people enjoy playing bingo each Monday afternoon at the 
center and some bring baked items they have made to go with the 
refreshments being served. 


Bridge lessons started in June of this year on Tuesday mornings with 
Mary Ann Snow as the apt instructor. 


On Tuesday afternoons the chorus practices for the many concerts 
they put on throughout the year. Three concerts were held at the 
Community House this year; the first being called "Vacationland", 
the second for Christmas and the third was for St. Patrick's Day. 
Various nursing homes were visited by the chorus. The group also gave 
two concerts for the VFW in Medway for senior citizens from various towns 
within the state. The chorus is under the directorship of Lucille Damon. 


Each Wednesday afternoon Cribbage and Pitch are the favorite card games 
of the day. 


On Thursday morning the Bridge players get together and on Thursday 
afternoon line dancing is a big hit with more than 25 people in attendance. 


Fridays are card playing days. The last Friday of the month is for 
birthday parties. With the inception of the birthday party each month, 
more people are coming out all the time as games are played, prizes won, 
and refreshments served. Louise Gartland usually makes our beautiful 
birthday cakes with others also bringing goodies of their own.

A large number of Elders attended a legislative Roundtable in Medway 
with the main speakers being Governor Michael Dukakis and Secretary 
Richard Rowlands. Many residents also attended a Senior Citizen 
Conference at Patrick's in Uxbridge with Representative Richard Moore 
as the key speaker. 


Dr. Michael Biancamano of Whitinsville took care of the foot needs of 
the Seniors every other month. So popular was this service that we now 
have a podiatrist every month, Dr. Peter Balian of Milford. 


Surplus cheese, butter, rice, flour and powered milk was distributed 
to eligible families of the community four times during the year. 


A hearing aid screening was performed by Melvin Winiker along with 
battery testing and hearing aid cleaning and repair. 


Blood drives were held at the Community House and at Massachusetts 
Electric Company where Seniors also donated their time and services. 


Some Seniors were able to go to the Governor's Cup in September which 
was held in Boston and is an annual event for Senior walkers to compete 
in one, two and five mile walks. 


Home-bound Elders were delivered 3520 meals during the past year by 
at least 14 very devoted drivers, regardless of the weather conditions. 


The Senior Center at the Community House hosted two consortium meetings 
during the past year. The first meeting was in July and Susan LaMar of 
Trip, Inc., spoke on transportation for the needy in the surrounding 
communities. The second meeting was hosted in May with Dr. Moore of 
the Speaker's Bureau of Milford Hospital lecturing on preventative health 
care. Approximately 50 people attended each meeting. 


In September a reception was held at the center for parents of pre- 
school children and another reception was held for Hopedale's new Chief 
of Police, Edward Allard. 


A grant was received from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs enabling 
the center to acquire a new copying machine. The grant also enabled 
us to pay a bus driver to take the seniors grocery shopping. 


Fuel Assistance was introduced at the Center to provide eligible residents 
of the Town with fuel. 


One hundred people attended the Christmas Party put on for the Seniors 
in December with DiNardo's of Milford catering the excellent meal. The 
Chorus performed and Santa arrived on the scene bearing gifts donated by 
Milford Federal Savings and the Milford Savings Bank. 


The Elders of the Town went of many very exciting day and overnight 


trips. Overnight excursions included Mountainview House in New Hampshire, 
Trinkaus in New York, and Brown's in the Catskill Mountains.

Days trips included the Old Mill in Westminster, Turkey Farm and 
shopping mall in New Hampshire, Gloucester and Rockport, the Hammond 
Museum and Lantana's in Randolph to see a very exciting Irish Show. 


Three luncheons were put on by the Seniors this past year. One 
luncheon featured a country, western theme and the latest was an Italian 
festival with Armand and Rose Marie Boucher making the spaghetti and sauce 
along with a beautiful tossed salad. Tables were set with red and white 
checkered table cloths and John Boomer played Italian music on his accordion. 


With the newsletter, the Hopeful Informer, being printed each month the 
Elders of Hopedale have been kept abreast of activities and trips that the 
Council on Aging is offering. This newsletter also keeps them aware 
of the latest information regarding Medicare and Medicaid, health news, 
recipes, poems, jokes and sayings which add merriment to their lives. 
Through this newsletter seniors that are home-bound are afforded the same 
information as their more fortunate peers. 


The Hopedale Seniors are looking forward to another busy year with many 
more innovative things to do and places to see.

OCTOBER 19, 1986 


Today, October 19, 1986, marks the closing of our 100th Birthday Celebration 
and the commencement of the second 100 years for our small, but unique, 
community, Hopedale. 


I am going to take a moment to thank the 100th Birthday Committee for the 
outstanding effort in coordinating and planning activites beginning with 
the "Toast to the Town" last April 6th; thank you Marilyn, Jane, Maureen, 
Don, Chris, Fred, Virginia and Edith. Be proud, you have completed a 
very large task, one that has united our town into a spirit fitting for 
every occasion. We shall all cherish the events of this year and refer 
back to them as fond memories in years to come. 


The other day I could not help but wonder if 100 years ago Mr. Louis B. 
Gaskill, Mr. J.D. Bancroft and Mr. Alonzo A. Cook, the first elected

Like those people of 100 years ago, it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to dream of Hopedale 50 years hence.

I suppose my wife will still be 29 and, I hope, Chairperson of 
the 150th Birthday Committee.

ANNUAL REPORT 
1986-87 


The membership of the Hopedale Conservation Commission changed during the year 
when long time member William Francis, III resigned. He was replaced by 

Walter Swift as a result of joint approval between the Conservation Commission 
and the Board of Selectmen. 


The Conservation Commission continued to meet as necessary throughout the year, 
conducting six public hearings and eight regular and special meetings. The Con- 
servation Commission's energy shifted from a primary emphasis on approval of 

new development to the monitoring and enforcement of its Orders of Condition on 
continuing projects. As the fiscal year closed, the Commission still had eleven 
active projects with the largest being Pinecrest II. Commission members generally - 
felt that improved writing of the Orders of Conditions and a heightened level of 
monitoring combined with a higher level of response by individual developers had 
resulted in the past year, in a significantly better conformance to wetlands reg- 
ulations and a heightened sensitivity on the part of developers to those require- 
ments. 


This year also saw a joint effort by the Commission, the Park Commissioners and a 
group of concerned citizens work together to resolve a problem in the Parklands 
that had resulted from the Forestry Commission's cutting project. While none of 
the agencies involved was completely satisfied, the resolution was felt to be in 
both the best interests of the Town and of the Parklands.- 


As the year closed, the Commission's interest was almost evenly divided between 

the monitoring of previously approved projects and expressed concern about the 
prospects for continued development in our community. Regulations approved during 
the current year have added a wildlife habitat concern to the Commission's authority. 
This, combined with our previous experience, should provide local residents with 

the comfort that,the remaining wetlands in our community will be reasonably and - 
sufficiently protected.

Because of 
state statutes, municipal legal structure, and the situation at hand, it serves 
in an advisory capacity. 


This Commission recommends to future Forestry Commissions the extremely 
careful monitoring of any future forestry operations by all parties involved. 
More concrete procedural guidelines will be submitted to the Selectmen at a 
future date so that a repeat of the present situation can be avoided.

Marketing of available industrial properties has been conducted 
during the past year by the Blackstone Valley Regional Development 
Corporation. A copy of their calendar year activities has previously 
been given to the Finance Committee and to the Board of Selectmen. 


Direct contact by the Industrial Development Commission has 
been minimal.

No 
requests for assistance have been received. 


There are currently no active members, other than the Chairman, on 
this commission. Several years experience has shown that without 
having town owned industrial land to develop there are few 
effective roles a part-time commission can play without direct 
requests by private owners, most of whom seem to prefer to run 
their own show. This led to the decision to help form and support 
the Regional Development Corporation. However, if useful projects 
are identified, the Chairman will request additional members be 
added to the commission.

SERVICE TO THE VETERAN AND DEPENDENTS 


The Town of Hopedale has been granting financial and medical 
assistance to needy veterans since the Civil War. Today this 
program is administered by the Veterans' Service Department. 


There are both benefits and services accorded the veteran. 
Benefits which relate to food, clothing, shelter and medical 
care for veterans of all wars and to their dependents. Services 
include VA Compensation, Pensions, Rehabilitation, counseling, 
Social Security, Supplemental Security Income and all other 
Federal benefits that may be due to a veteran and or his 
dependents. 


Under Massachusetts Law, benefits received by veterans are paid 

for by the State and Town. Each year Hopedale budgets several 
thousand dollars for its assistance to veterans. The Town receives 
75% reimbursement from the Commonwealth. 


Any person who has proof that he, or she is a veteran, or a dependent 
of a veteran is entitled to file an application. Well over half of 
all residents in town have actual, or potential entitlement. 


Veterans Benefits is a selective program based upon certain conditions 
established by law. The following are the three principal re- 
quirements: 


1. War time service with a separation, or discharge 
under honorable conditions. 


2. Legal residence in the Town 
3. Financial need. 


It should be noted that the following special programs are avail- 
able for veterans who were exposed to Agent Orange, former prisoners 
of war, post traumatic stress disorder, service-connected disabled 
man and women veterans. 

The Veterans’ Service Department is confronted and will face caring 
for the aged and homeless veteran. Our efforts must continue to 
support legislation on behalf of this group of veterans.
